Refo rm Health Care 
"Yo u're Amazing, Beautiful and Fast— 
No w Will Yo u Mo ve Over? " 


“ The high co st o f being sick is fast 
po int o f entry into the medical sy stem. 
beco ming a natio nal scandal/’ 
“ Billio ns o f tax pay er do llars are being 
spent to suppo rt Medicare and the pro * 
gram is running up a huge deficit.” 
“ So aring demands fo r medical care, 
created by gro wing public awareness, by 
ho spital and medical insurance and by 
Medicare and Medicaid, are swamping 
the sy stem.” 
Charges like these co uld be multiplied, 
and undo ubtedly will be multiplied as the 
natio n mo ves clo ser to the go al o f adding 
to the basic rights o f life, liberty and the 
pursuit o f happiness the right to the en­ 
jo y ment o f go o d health. 
High o n the list o f suggested means 
o f attaining this right is so me fo rm o f 
natio nal 
health 
insurance. Wilbur J. 
Co hen, fo rmer secretary o f Health, Edu­ 
catio n and Welfare, has advo cated a 
gradual ex tensio n o f Medicare to include 
all Americans, fro m infant to aged, by 
19 76, when we co mmemo rate the 200th 
anniversary o f the Declaratio n o f Inde­ 
pendence. 
But natio nal health insurance, desir­ 
able as it may be. can o nly make things 
wo rse if o ther refo rms are no t first made 
in the medical-care sy stem, argues Sid­ 
ney R. Garfield, M.D., a directo r o f the 
Kaiser Fo undatio n Health Plan and Ho s­ 
pitals. 
Picture what wo uld happen to , say , 
transpo rtatio n service, he writes in an 
article in Scientific American, if fares 
were suddenly eliminated and travel be­ 
came a right. What wo uld happen to o ur 
already o vertax ed airpo rts and what 
chance wo uld any o ne have to getting 
any where if he really needed to ? Natio nal 
health insurance, if it were legislated to ­ 
day , wo uld have the same effect, he say s. 
What is needed is to devise a new 
“ regulato r” to replace the traditio nal fee 
fo r service paid by patient to do cto r — 
o ne mo re sensitive to real medical need 
than to ability to pay and that co uld help 
to separate the well fro m the sick and 
establish treatment prio rities fo r the sick 
at the mo st eco no mical use o f vital medi­ 
cal manpo wer. 
Garfield pro po ses health-testing and 
referral services fo r all patients at the 


After clinical testing and diagno sis, a 
patient wo uld be referred further alo ng 
the sy stem as his situatio n required. 
There needs to be refo rm at the o ther 
end o f the medical sy stem, to o — the 
po int where the reco vered o r reco vering 
patient is ready to leave. 
Millio ns o f do llars in present Medicare 
co sts co uld be saved immediately if re­ 
cuperating ho spital patients no lo nger in 
need o f intensive care co uld be trans­ 
ferred to nursing ho mes fo r ex tended 
care, at abo ut o ne-third the co st o f ho s­ 
pitals. which no w co st up to $100 a day , 
claims Berkeley V. Bennett, ex ecutive 
vice-president o f the Natio nal Co uncil o f 
Health Care Services. 
Yet under arbitrary rulings o f the So ­ 
cial Security Administratio n, which su­ 
pervises Medicare, tho usands o f patients 
are kept in high-priced ho spitals much 
lo nger than necessary , he say s. This has 
so metimes happened even tho ugh a phy ­ 
sician may have reco mmended that a pa­ 
tient be transferred to a nursing ho me, 
and despite the fact that under Medicare 
a patient is eligible fo r up to 100 day s o f 
ex tended facility care. 
Curio usly eno ugh, say s Bennett, Medi­ 
care autho rities do n’t seem to mind co n­ 
tinuing to pay the far mo re ex pensive 
ho spital bills, even tho ugh this keeps o th­ 
er patients in need o f intensive care o ut 
o f ho spitals because o f bed sho rtages. 
The present health-care sy stem “ al­ 
mo st begs fo r po o r management. ’ said 
a recent repo rt by the Senate Finance 
Co mmittee. “ Unlike mo st areas in the 
private eco no my , no incentives ex ist to 
pro duce o r supply a given health service 
at the mo st eco no mic price co nsistent 
with the quality o f care.” 
The co mmittee estimated that at the 
present rate o f ex penditures, the ho spi­ 
talizatio n tab to be picked up by Medi­ 
care wo uld reach a staggering $216 bil­ 
lio n o ver the nex t 25 y ears. 
Yet fo r all these billio ns, witho ut radi­ 
cal and ratio nal new appro aches to medi­ 
cal care, two and a half decades fro m 
no w — let alo ne 19 76 — the natio n co uld

The pro blem is tlus: Virtually all 
detailed evidence o f what went wro ng 
was irretrievably lo st o n the way do wn 
fro m space — the batteries that failed,

o r o x y gen feeder sy stem (o ne o r ano ther 
o f which pro bably caused the batteries 
to fail). 
.So mething may be learned fro m pho ­ 
to s taken by the astro nauts, fro m a de­ 
tailed study o f the telemetering o f the 
space ship's gadgetry during flight as 
mo nito red o n earth, fro m X ray s o f the 
equipment made during manufacture, 
fro m checks made in preflight testing 
and fro m o ther inspectio ns made in co n­ 
structio n and checko ut. 
But these may no t tell much. 
If the data o n what went wro ng do es 
in fact, pro ve insufficient, the scieptists 
w ill have to guess the cause. This means 
an ex trao rdinarily great amo unt o f rede­ 
signing. When y o u do n't kno w what’s 
wro ng, y o u are fo rced into o verdesigning 
and o verco mpensating generally to make, 
sure the nex t time. This is slo w and very 
ex pensive. 
The mo st wo rriso me fact is that the 
breakdo wn to o k place in a part o f the 
sy stem no o ne ex pected to give tro uble. 
The sho ck o f this will lead inevitably to 
so me lessening o f co nfidence in all co m­ 
po nents in the Apo llo . 
But this need no t be a y ear lo st.

mando Command’s radio sta­ 
tions, called the Voice of Assi- 
fa — the “Voice of Storm” 
— propagandize on their own 
the entire Arab world. And 
in the ov erall process Arafat 
emerges as a new force which 
the Arab gov ernments cannot 
ignore and cannot su ppress. 


Mr. Sisco reported to Presi­ 
dent Nix on and Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers that 
Arafat has largely mov ed the 
destiny of Arab world negotia­ 
tions ou t of the hands of Mid­ 
east gov ernment leaders and, 
by v eto, into his own. 


After Mr. Sisco’s v isit with 
Nasser in Cairo he made u p 
his mind that Nasser cannot 
speak for the Arab world if 
Nasser differs with Arafat He 
learned, too, that Arafat bit­ 
terly resents the ex tent to 
which the Western powers 
hang on Nasser’s words. Ev en 
more than either Nasser or 
Israel, Mr. Sisco fou nd the 
new Arafat force hard for the 
United States to influ ence. 
The Israelis can beat the 
Arab armies again and again. 
Bu t it is still another thing 
to beat, or contain, 
a rev olu ­ 
tion which rejects all compro­ 
mise.

Among those who opposed 
the appointment of Ju dge G. 
Harrold Carswell to the Unit­

States Su preme Cou rt, 
there mu st be some knowing 
winks and gleefu l lau ghs. For 
in resigning from the United 
States Cou rt of Appeals to ru n 
for the Repu blican Senatorial 
nomination in Florida, Mr. 
Carswell has demonstrated a 
callou s lack of character and 
an insensitiv ity . 
POLITICS is notoriou sly a 
field in which ingratitu de and 
dou ble-dealing a re rampant. 
Bu t Ju dge Carswell has ex ­ 
ceeded the limits of political 
tolerance by his most recent 
act. In declaring far the Sen­ 
ate. he has tu rned on those who 
su pported him in order to help 
a shabby grou p of operators in 
Florida, led by Gov . Clau de 
Kirk. 
If this sou nds like strong 
talk, ex amine the facts. 
Ju dge Carswell was nomi­ 
nated to the Su preme Cou rt 
by President Nix on. When the 
ju dge was u nder attack — 
some of it ju stified and some 
not — Mr. Nix on steadfastly 
stood by him. Ju dge Cars­ 
well’s lack of candor, in his 
testimony before the Senate 
Ju diciary Committee, when he 
first professed ignorance and 
then admitted details of his 
participation in a cou ntry clu b 
deal, cou ld hav e giv en the 
President a perfect opportu ni­ 
ty to withdraw the nomina­ 
tion. Bu t Mr. Nix on continu ed 
to stand u p for Ju dge Cars­ 
well. Had the nomination been 
withdrawn, the ju dge wou ld 
hav e been badly — if not irre­ 
parably — damaged. 
NOW 
THE 
PRESIDENT 
has indicated his position on 
the u pcoming Florida primary 
in v ery definite terms. He has 
giv en his su pport to Rep. Wil­ 
liam C. Cramer, who had 
been a shoo-in for the Senate 
nomination Ju dge Carswell 
now cov ets. The President 
had also more than indicated 
his displeasu re with Gov ernor 
Kirk by allowing William 
Mu rfin, former GOP state 
chairman in Florida, to resign 
a good federal job in Wash­ 
ington in order to manage the 
campaign of Jack Eckerd, 
w ho is seeking the Repu blican 
gu bernatorial nomination. 
Despite the stand taken by 
the 
administration, 
Ju dge 
Carswell is ready to tu rn his 
back on those who su pported 
him in order to pu ll Gov ernor 
Kirk’s chestnu ts ou t of the 
fire. For Mr. Kirk was in bad 


trou ble. In three y ears as 
gov ernor, he had done nothing 
for the state. His campaign 
promises hav e been forgotten, 
he has play ed the clown and 
— worse — he has done his 
best to disru pt a growing Re­ 
pu blican Party in the state. 
The annou ncement of Ju dge 
Carswell’s Senate candidacy ’ 
serv es only one pu rpose — to 
enhance the political fortu nes 
of a discredited gov ernor. 
How low he has su nk can best 
he noted in the three-word ed­ 
itorial which Forbes magazine 
recently wrote abou t him: 
“Gov ernor Kirk — Jerk.” 
THAT KIRK WAS behind 
the Carswell v entu re is as ob­ 
v iou s as the gov ernor himself. 
Lt. Gov . Ray C. Osborne, a 
creatu re of Clau de Kirk and 
a candidate for the Repu bli­ 
can Senate nomination, with­ 
drew in fav or of Ju dge Cars­ 
well. Mr. Kirk himself was 
present at the press confer­ 
ence in which Mr. Carswell 
annou nced, as was Sen. EM 
Gu rney , who has allied him­ 
self with the gov ernor for rea­ 
sons best known to himself. 
Mr. Kirk, moreov er, has been 
gratu itou sly working against 
Bill Cramer’s Senate candida­ 
cy — simply becau se Mr. 
Cramer has not kowtowed to 
a gov ernor who has an “I 
am the King” complex . (The 
Miami Herald and other Flo­ 
rida 
newspapers 
refer 
to 
Clau de Kirk as 
“Clau diu s 
Max imu s” in ironic reference 
to the Roman Emperor.) 
THIS MAKES JUDGE Cars­ 
well a cou rtier in the cou rt 
of Clau diu s — at the cost of 
his sense of loy alty to the 
President who stood behind 
him at a time of personal 
crisis. He has also tied him­ 
self to a man who Is u nder 
attack for u sing state fu nds 
for his personal u se and 
whose position on civ il rights 
lias been ambiv alent and op­ 
portu nistic. 
Gov ernor Kirk comes ou t 
the temporary winner. Bu t 
will the v oters of Florida bu y 
it? Will they accept so obv iou s 
a power play ? Will their su p­ 
port of Ju dge Carswell let 
them forget that they had lost 
all patience with Gov ernor 
Kirk? In short, will they allow 
themselv es to be manipu lat­ 
ed? These are qu estions that 
will be answered in the weeks 
and months ahead.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Illi­ 
nois residents could not have 
their telephones tapped or their 
privacy disturbed by any form 
of “eavesdropping” device un­ 
der a proposal narrowly adopt­ 
ed by the constitutional conven­ 
tion’s bill of rights committee.. 
The rights group Thursday 
voted to incorporate the contro­ 
versial 
antiwiretapping 
pro­ 
vision into a section of the 
state bill of rights which guar­ 
antees 
c i t i z e ns protection 
against “unreasonable searches 
and seizures.” The proposal, 
which passed in an 8-6 vote, is 
expected to receive mixed re­ 
action when it is sent to the 
convention floor for debate. 
Wiretapping has long been a 
controversial method of obtain 
ing evidence against suspected 
criminals for use in prosecu 
tion. Opponents of “bugging’ 
instruments 
h a ve 
criticized 
their use as a violation of the 


privacy of the individual. 
The proposal adopted by the 
rights committee prohibits tele­ 
phone conversations 
and all 
other forms of communication 
from “interceptions by eaves­ 
dropping devices.” 
Delegate Bernard Weisberg of 
Chicago, who sponsored the 
antiwiretap proposal, noted that

McCutcheon,

Ors. McCutcheon, who has 
taught high school and college 
English for 12 years, said she 
learned the details last year of 
a woman’s death because of an 
illegal abortion.

ly relevant,” she said of the 
experience, which prompted her 


to quit teaching to work for 
abortion reform.
